Beoorder'a  oflBoe  durlna  ofBce  honra.  but  during  hla  abaenoe,  and  ahall  leare  the  fS 
rM>ilred  by  thia  Act.  and  the  partloulara  anl  Information  required  by  aeotlon  S8.  with  the 
tMotit  or  other  peraen  In  charge  of  the  aald  office,  he  ahali  be  entitled  to  have  a  record 
dated  on  the  date  of  each  application. 

If  a  free  miner  ahall  apply  for  a  re>reoord.  and  ahall  make  auch  application  at  the  Mln< 
ing  Beoorder'a  rffloe  during  office  boura.  but  during  hi*  abaenoe.  and  ahall  leaTo  the  fee 
required  by  thla  Act,  and  the  partloulara  and  Infomiatlon  required  by  Section  88,  with  the 
officer  or  other  peraon  Ineharge  of  tbe  aald  office,  he  ahall  be  entitled  to  h>«ye  a  re-record 
dat«d  on  tbe  date  irf  auoh  appUoation,  but  commencing  to  run  from  the  ezpiradon  ot  his 
exlatlng  record  or  re-record. 

A  free  miner,  having  duly  located  and  recorded  a  plaoer  claim,  shall  be  entitled  to  hold 
the  a«me  during  the  exlatence  of  hia  record  or  re-record  of  auoh  claim  upon  complying  with 
all  the  terma  and  conditlonv  of  thia  Act. 

Upon  auT  diapute  aa  to  the  title  to  a  placer  claim,  no  Irregularity  made  prior  to  the 
date  of  the  then  current  record  or  re  record  of  auoh  claim  ahall  affect  the  title  tnereto.  and 
It  ahall  be  aasumed  that  up  to  the  date  of  auch  record  or  re-record  the  title  to  anch  dalm 
waa  perfect :  Provided,  alwaya,  that  it  ahall  at  all  timea  be  open  to  prove  that  the  ground 
waa  improperly  or  Inanffldenuy  ataked,  or  t  hat  tbe  atakea  have  been  illegally  moved. 

Tunneu,  ahaftaand  dltohea  ahall  be  oooaldered  aa  belonging  to  the  placer  claim  for  the 
uae  cf  which  they  are  oonatruoted,  and  aa  abandoned  or  forfeited  by  the  abandonment  or 
forfeiture  of  the  olalm  Itaelf. 

The  ln<  ereat  of  it  free  miner  in  hla  placer  claim  ahall,  aave  aa  to  placer  mlnea  held  aa 
real  eatate.  be  deemed  to  be  a  chattel  Intereat.  equivalent  to  a  leaae,  for  auoh  period  aa  the 
aame  may  have  been  recorded,  renewable  at  the  end  thereof  by  re-recoidlng,  and  cubjed 
to  tbe  conditlona  aa  to  forfeiture,  working,  repreaentation,  re-recording,  and  otherwiae. 
for  the  time  being  in  force  with  reepeot  to  placer  clalma. 

The  holder  of  a  plaoer  claim  ahall  have  no  right  to  any  vein  or .  lode,  aa  defined  by  the 
"Mineral  Act,  1891,^'  within  the  limits  of  auoh  placer  claim,  unleas  be  shall  hi*ve  located 
and  recorded  the  ground  aa  a  mineral  claim ;  and  until  he  ahall  ao  locate  and  record  auoh 
ground,  the  aameahall  be  open  to  any  free  miner  toloeate  and  record  aa  a  mineral  claim. 

Kvery  plaoer  olalm  aa  defined  by  thla  Act  ahall  be  repreeented  and  bona  fide  workud  by 
the  holder  thereof,  or  by  acme  peraon  on  his  behalf,  continuously,  as  ne^irly  as  pracilcable, 
during  working  hours,  and  shall  be  deemed  to  be  abandoned  and  absolutely  forfeited  when 
ttie  aame  aball  h*ve  remained  unworked  on  working  daya  by  the  holder  thereof,  or  some 
peraon  on  hia  behalf,  for  the  period  of  aeveoty-two  noura.  except  dutlng  the  cloee  aeaaon. 
aome  lay-over,  or  leave  of  absence,  or  during  atckneas,  or  for  acme  other  reaaonable  cause 
which  shall  be  ahown  to  the  aatisfaotion  of  the  Gold  Commissioner. 

Kvery  free  miner,  or  company  of  free  miners  shall  be  entitled  to  a  leave  of  abaenoe  for ' 
one  year  from  his  or  their  p'aoer  claim  or  aet  of  claims,— 

(a.)  Upon  proving  to  the  Odd  Commissioner  that  he  or  thev  has  or  have  expended  on 
snob  claim,  or  on  any  portion  of  ihe  set  of  clalmB,  in  cash,  labour,  or  m  <ohinery,  an 
amount  equal  to  one  thousand  dollars  on  each  full  interest,  without  any  re  urn  of 
gold  or  other  minerals  in  reasonable  quantities  from  auch  expenditure ;  and 

<b.)  Upon  I  he  application  for  such  leave  being  signed  by  all  the  hddera  of  claims  or  aal 
of  c'alma. 

Suchle%v9  of  absence  ahall  not  be  deemed  to  relieve  the  holder  of  auch  claim  or  aet  ot 
dalmsi  from  carry  Ins  out  the  provisiona  of  this  Act  reepect''ng  free  miner's  oe  tifioates, 
reooida  and  re-recorda  of  auoh  clalma ;  nor  shall  this  section  affect  the  discretionary  power 
of  the  Gdd  Commiaaloner  with  reapect  lo  grantlLg  a  leave  of  abaenoe  under  other 
eondltiona. 

Kvery  forfeiture  of  a  placer  daim  ahall  be  absolute,  any  rule  of  law  or  equity  to  the 
contrary  notwl)  hatandlng. 

No  plncer  claim  located  and  recorded  in  any  district  within  fourteen  daya  before,  or  at 
any  time  during  the  close  seaaon,  ahall  be  deemed  to  be  h  id  over,  unless  so  much  work  shall 
have  been  btna  fide  done  thereon  by  the  holder  t  hereof  as  shall,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Qold 
OommUsioner.  falily  entitle  him  to  have  such  daim  laid  over. 

Where  tbe  supply  of  water  is  inaufflcieut  to  work  hjdraulic  or  other  plaoer  daima  re* 
fairing  water  to  enable  them  to  be  worked,  auch  clai'iia  shill  be  laid  over  by  virtae  of  this 
section  during  auoh  inauffloiency.  but  no  Icnger,  except  by  leave  of  the  Qold  Con  mia- 
aioner ;  but  a  notice  of  auoh  inaufficlenoy  of  wai  er  meat  be  poated  on  the  office  «.f  the  Mia< 
ins  Recorder  within  thre«>  daya  from  the  ceiaation  of  work. 

KveiT  bill  of  ac  le.  conveyance,  or  mortgage  of  a  plaoer  dalm,  or  of  any  frhetlon  thera- 
«f,  ihall  be  reooided  within  the  time  preacrlbed  for  recording  placer  claims. 
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PART  III. 
TUNNELS  AND  DRAINS. 

Any  free  miner  reqalrlng  to  mn  or  oanstmot  a  cannel  or  drain  in  connection  wltk  Us  I 
•laim  utronfch  any  occapied  or  anoo  npied  lands,  whether  mineral  or  not,  ah-Ul  obta-a  a 
lioense  from  the  Gold  CommiBsioner  for  thot  purpose,  which  Iloenie  shall  be  granted  or 
withheld  In  the  alwolme  dltoretlon  of  such  Gold  Commissioner;  and  shail  also  Rire  snok 
seooiiry  to  the  Onld  Comniissioner  for  any  damage  (hat  may  be  caused  by  such  tunnel  or  I 
drain  as  such  Gold  Commissionnr  may  ir quire,  i^uch  lioense  shall  be  subject  to  such  terms 
and  conditions  as  the  Gold  L'emmissioner  Mhall  think  fit.  and  shall  be  recorded  in  the  Record 
Book. 

A  tunnel  or  drain  shall  be  oonsidered  as  part  of  the  placer  claim,  or  mine  held  as  real 
estate,  for  which  the  same  was  conBtruoted. 

Any  free  miner  may  apply  to  the  09ld  Commissioner  for  a  grant  of  right  of  way  and 
entry  through  and  upon  any  minit  g  ground  in  his  district,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing 
a  drain  for  public  drainage  of  mines. 

The  application  for  every  buoh  grant  shall  be  in  writing,  and  rhall  set  out  the  name  of 
each  applicant,  the  nature  and  extent  of  the  proposed  oraia,  the  amount  of  toll  to  bo 
charged,  the  term  of  years  for  which  such  grant  is  to  be  made,  and  all  other  prlTllegea 
sought  to  be  arqnired.  The  application  ehall  bi  left  at  the  Mining  Recorder's  ofllce 
addressed  to  the  Gold  Commissioner.  A  notice  of  such  application,  setting  out  'he  aboyo 
particulars,  shall  be  posted  on  the  office  of  the  Mining  Recorder  and  on  the  ground  for 
thlisty  c^ear  days  before  each  grant  shall  be  made. 

The  applicant  for  every  such  grant  shall  deposit  with  the  Minirg  Recorder,  at  the  time 
of  the  leaTiDg  of  hie  application  as  aforesaid,  twenty-flve  dollais,  which  shall  be  refnnaed 
in  case  the  application  shall  be  refusod. 

Such  grants  shall  be  in  writing  and  signed  bv  the  Gold  Ocmmissiotler.  and  ehall  not  b« 
given  for  a  longer  period  thnn  twenty  years,  and  shall  give  such  rights  of  way  and  entry 
and  such  powers  to  as«eB8.  levy,  and  collect  tolls  from  all  persons  using  such  drain,  or  heno> 
fitted  thereby,  as  the  Gold  (.^ommiesioner  shall  think  fit.  but  not  in  any  case  to  exceed  tho 
term,  rights  or  powers  set  out  in  the  application. 

PART  IV.  » 

WATER  RIGHTS. 

Every  free  miner  shall  be  entitled  to  the  use  of  so  much  ofthe  water  naturally  towing 
through  or  past  his  placer  claim,  and  not  already  lawfully  appropriated,  as  shall,  in  tho 
opinion  of  the  Oolci  Commiesioner,  be  necessary  for  the  due  working  thereof. 

<1891,  c.  33.  s.  2 )  A  free  miner  may.  at  the  discretion  of  the  Gold  Oommissioner.  obtaia 
a  giant  to  a  water  right  in  any  UDapproprlated  water,  for  any  placer  mining  purpose,  for 
any  term  not  exceeding  ten  years,  uoon  such  terms  and  conditions  as  such  uold  Commlo> 
sioner  »hall  think  fit ;  but  no  free  miner  shall  be  charged  any  money  rental  tor  any  snoh 
water  usel  by  him  for  mining  purposes  on  his  own  mining  claim. 
Btfore  applying  for  any  aU'  h  grant,  the  free  miner  shall— 

41.)  Post  a  notice  in  writing  on  a  legal  post  upon  some  conspicuous  part  of  the  grovnd 
on  which  such  water  is  intended  to  be  used,  and  a  copy  of  such  notice  on  the  otOeo 
of  the  Mining  Recorder  for  at  least  twenty  days,  whlok  notice  shall  contain  tho 
following  particular  s  :— 
,  (a. )  The  name  of  each  applicant  i 

,(b.)  The  number  of  each  applicant's  free  miner  scertiflcate. 

(0.)  The  name,  or  it  unnamed,  a  sufficient  description  of  the  stream,  lakt.  or 

other  source  from  which  euoh  water  is  intended  to  be  taken: 
(d.)  The  point  of  diversion  or  ini  ended  ditch  head : 

(e )  The  number  of  Inches  of  water  applied  for : 

(f )  The  purpose  for  which  it  is  required : 

(g )  The  date  of  the  notice : 

(I )  If  more  than  three  hundred  inches  are  applied  for.  a  depoeit  shall  be  made  with  tho 
Gold  Commisslonrr  of  twenty-flve  dollars,  to  be  refunded  if  the  grant  la  not  mado. 

No  grant  shall  take  effect  until  recorded. 

No  free  miner  shall  be  entitled  to  a  giant  of  the  water  of  any  stream  for  the  purpose  of 
selling  the  water  to  claim-holders  on  any  part  of  euoh  stream.  The  Gold  rommissiOBar 
may,  nowever.  grant  sunh  orlvLeges  as  he  may  deem  just,  when  such  water  is  iotonded  to 
work  bench  or  hlH  claims  fronting  on  any  euch  stream ;  provided,  that  the  rights  of  froo 
miners  then  using  the  water  be  protected. 

The  owner  orany  water  right  may  distribute  the  water  to  su«h  free  miners  and  on  tuA 
terms  as  he  may  deem  advisable,  within  the  limits  mentioned  in  his  grant :  FlrovidoA. 
always,  that  such  owner  shall  be  bound  to  supply  water  to  all  applicants,  being  froo 
miners,  in  a  fair  oropor  ion.  and  shall  not  demand  more  from  one  than  another,  exeopfe 
where  the  difficulty  of  supoly  Is  enhanced. 

If,  after  the  grant  has  been  made,  any  free  miner  or  free  miners  locate  and  bona  tdo 
work  any  placer  claim  below  the  ditch  head,  on  any  stream  so  diverted,  he  or  they  ahaB 
eoUeoUvely  be  entitled  to  forty  inches  of  water  It  two  hundred  inches  be  diverted,  aa4l 
sixty  inches  it  three  hundred  Inches  be  dlvertisd,  and  no  more,  exoepc  upon  paying  to  tho 
grantee  compensation  equal  to  the  amount  of  damage  sustained  by  the  grantee  on  aeoowit 
of  the  diversion  of  such  extra  quantity  of  water;  and,  in  compntug  snoh  damage,  tho  «» 
fonse  of  the  construction  ot  the  ditch  shall  be  considered. 

On  any  dispute  between  applicants  for  a  grant  prior  to  snoh  gnunb  bolag  nado,  ] 
•f  Bwlioo  uiall  constitute  prionty  of  rigiit.  If  any. 
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A  Rrnnt  duly  xeoordcd  ahHll  speak  from  the  date  of  the  Krant,  and  not  from  the  date  of 
the  rnoord. 

Bvery  auob  grant  shall  be  anbjeot  to  th4  rights  of  anoh  free  minprs  a*  shall,  at  the  date 
of  such  Krant,  be  workinff  on  the  utream  above  or  below  the  ditch  head,  and  of  any  other 
poraonq  lawfully  ualng  nuch  wa  or  for  any  purpcM  whKtsoever. 

A  grant  of  a  water  right  made  in  respect  of  any  placer  cltlm  or  placer  mine  held  as  real 
estate,  ah  U  bo  deemed  appunonant  to  suoh  claim  or  mine,  ana  whenever  i he  claim  or 
minn  bhall  have  bRod  worked  out,  abandoned  or  forfeited, or  whenever  the  occasion  for  the 
U80  of  the  WHt*)r  upon  the  claim  or  mloo  ehall  have  permanently  ceased,  the  grant  shiil  bo 
at  an  pnd  and  dotermiund. 

Wir.hln  thirty  days  af tnr  the  Kr^nt  is  made,  the  grantee  shall  commrnoe  the  excavation 
or  conHti  u-^tion  of  t  he  works  in  which  he  intends  to  divert  and  convey  the  water,  and  shall 
proeecale  '^be  work  diligently  and  unin'rirruptedly  to  completion,  unless  interrnpted  bf  the 
pevrr'ty  of  the  wentlier :  I'rovidcd.  always,  that  the  Gold  Comnoiiasioner  may.  In  bis  dis* 
oretion,  allow  auch  wurk  to  cease  for  any  time,  upon  cause  br>lng  ttiown.  Upon  the  non- 
lulfllmoot  of  any  of  t  he  conditions  of  this  section,  the  arant  shall  be  forfeited. 

The  irrantce  of  r^ny  water  i  ight.  may  obtain  permisaion  from  the  Gk>ld  Coromlasioner  te 
rhanite  the  pUoe  of  diversion,  on  sivitg  such  notices  and  complying  with  buoh  terms  as 
t  he  Gold  Com"  i'sionor  n.ay  require. 

Kvery  such  grnntee  i  h-ill  take  all  reasonable  means  for  utiliising  the  water  granted  to 
him  ;  and  if  he  wilfully  waste  '<uy  water,  or  take  a  quantity  of  water  in  excess  of  his  re* 
quin^monts,  the  Gold  Commia!>ianor  may  declare  hrts  grant  to  be  forfeited. 

Auy  person  desi.'ing  to  t>Hdge  anr  stream,  claim,  or  other  place  fo*  any  purpose,  or  to 
mine  under  or  throiiKh  ^ny  ditch  or  flume,  or  to  carry  water  through  or  over  any  land 
already  rccnpl'r^.  may  do  so  with  the  written  sanction  of  the  Gold  Commissioner.  In  all 
such  c^Bes  the  right;  of  the  pari  y  drst  in  po'-r'osnion,  whether  of  the  mine  or  of  the  water 
ri^ht,  ia  '  o  prevail,  so  as  to  entitle  him  to  comppnsxtinn  if  the  same  b<^  just. 

In  mea<<urirg  wat,»>r  in  any  ditch,  or  sluice,  the  following  rules  shall  tie  obeorved :— The 
\^ater  taken  intoadltch  or  ululoe  sha'l  be  measured  at  the  ditch  or  slnioe  head.  No  water 
8h<ill  hi  taken  into  a  ditch  or  sluice  oxt^ept  in  a  trough  placed  horizontally  at  the  place  at 
which  the  wate<-  enters  it.  One  inch  cf  water  ehall  mean  half  the  qo%ntity  that  will  pass 
throQBh  an  oriflce  two  inches  high  by  one  inch  wide,  with  a  constant  head  of  seven  inches 
above  <  he  upper  side  of  the  orlflne. 

Wheuevir  it  chall  be  intended,  in  forming  or  upholding  any  ditch  to  enter  upon  and 
occupy  any  part  of  a  placer  claim,  or  jjlacer  mine  held  as  real  estate,  oi^other  Itnd.or  todig 
or  loosen  any  earth  or  rock  wi  bin  twenty  feet  of  any  ditch  thereon,  three  days  notice  In 
writing  of  sach  intention  nhall  He  viven  to  the  owner  of  such  ditoh,  before  entering  or 
approaching  within  twen.y  feet  thereof. 

Any  person  heretofote  or  hereafter  engaged  in  the  constiuctlon  of  any  road  or  work 
may,  with  the  aanntlcn  of  thi^  Gold  Comml«8i<  ner,  err  as,  divert,  or  otherwise  interfere  with 
fi.ny  <litch,  water  right  or  other  mining  rights  whatsoever,  for  such  period  as  the  said  Com 
misBiouer  shall  direct. 

'i  he  owner  of  any  ditch,  flume,  or  pipe,  shall,  at  his  own  <  xpense,  oonstmct, secure  and 
maintain  all  culverts  necessary  for  the  pas»age  of  waste  and  supeifluoas  water  flowing 
thrnuDh  or  over  nny  such  difh,  flume  or  pipe. 

The  owner  ft  any  rlilch,  flume  or  pipe,  shall  constrnot  and  secure  the  ssme  in  a  proper 
and  substantial  manner,  and  maintain  the  same  in  good  repair  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Gold  Oommlasioner.  and  so  that  no  damage  shall  occur  to  any  road  or  work  in  its  vlolnliy 
from  any  part  of  the  works  rf  fuch  ditch,  flume,  or  pipe. 

'the  owner  of  any  ditoh.  flnme.orflpe  shall  billable  and  shall  make  good,  in  snoh  man- 
ner as  the  Gold  Commiesioner  shall  determine,  ail  <^amage  wh<ch  may  be  ocoaeinnrd  by  or 
through  any  parts  of  \  he  works  of  such  ditch,  flume,  or  pipe  breaking  or  being  imperfect. 

If  anv  written  notice  to  the  party  intended  to  be  affected  thereby  be  posted  for  ten 
dnya  on  som"  conapicnous  nart  of  any  premises  referred  to  in  snoh  notice  and  also  on  the 
ofllce  of  the  Mining  Feo^rder,  suoh  notice  rh'  11  be  deemed  good  and  nnfiloient. 

Whenlhe  term  for  which  any  water  right  has  been  grarted  shall  have  expired,  the 
(trantee  thereof  may,  at  the  dlBcretion  of  the  Gold  Commissioner,  obtain  a  renewal  of  the 
same  for  a  reasonable  term  not  to  exceed  ten  years,  provided  the  neoessity  for  the  use  of 
said  wator  for  the  purpose  for  which  it  was  originally  granted  continues  to  exist. 

PART  V. 
MINING  PARTNERSHIPS. 

All  mining  partnerships  ehall  be  governed  by  the  provisions  hereof,  unless  they  shall 
have  other  and  written  artiotea  of  partnership^ 

A  mining  partnership  shall,  unless  otherwise  agreed  upon,  be  deemed  to  be  a  yearly 
partnership,  rene^^able  from  year  to  year  b^  tacit  consent. 

The  business  of  such  partnership  shall  be  mining,  and  such  other  matters  as  pertain 
solely  thereto. 

Mining  partnershirs  can  locate  and  I  eooid  in  the  partnership  name  a  placer  claim  for 
each  partner  who  isa  free  miner,  t^uch  partnerfhip  claims  may  be  located  and  recorded 
as  a  set  of  claims,  and  each  such  daint  rhall  be  staked  as  an  ordinai'y  p^ader  olalm.  One 
stake  on  ear  h  sm  h  claim  shall  be  marked  as  an  initial  stake,  by  writing  thereon  the  words 
"  initial  post."  It  shall  not  be  requi^^ite  to  post  more  than  one  location  notice  on  each  set 
of  claims,  whi'h  notir<e  shall  be  on  the  flist  initial  post. 

A  set  of  claims  may  he  recorded  in  one  record.  The  name  of  every  partner,  and  the 
number  of  every  p<irtner's  free  miner's  certificate,  shall  be  nn  the  record  of  every  suoh  set 
of  claims.  The  parts  ership  name  shall  appear  on  every  such  leoordi  and  all  claims  80  takeo 
up  shall  be  the  property  of  t*.e  partnership. 
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A  partner  in  amy  mlnlns  parttership,  or  hii  ugent  anthoriBcd  In  writing,  thftll.  at  any 
meeting  thereof,  be  entitled  to  vote  upon  any  interest  or  fraction  of  an  interest  whlnh  he 
may  bold  therein ;  but  the  result  of  the  votes  given  shall  be  determined  by  the  number  of 
the  full  interests  vo^ed  upon,  and  not  by  the  number  of  partners  voting  at  such  meeting. 

A  majority  of  such  votes  may  decide  when,  how  long,  and  in  wh*t  manner  to  work  the 
partnership  claim,  or  set  of  olalms,  the  number  of  men  to  be  employed,  which  number 
shall  not  be  less  than  one  min  to  each  claim,  and  the  extent  and  manne'  of  levying  the 
assessments  to  defray  the  ezpensee  ioourred  by  the  partnership.  Such  majOTlty  may  also 
choose  a  foreman  or  manager,  who  shall  represent  toe  partnership  and  sue  and  be  sued  in 
the  t«ame  of  the  partnership  for  assessments  and  otherwise ;  and  he  shall  have  power  to 
bind  them  by  his  contracts.  Bvery  partner  or  bis  duly  authorised  sgvnt.  shall  be  entitled 
to  represent  his  Interest  in  the  partnership  property  by  work  and  labour,  so  long  as  such 
work  and  labour  be  satisfactory  to  the  foreman  or  manager.  In  the  event  of  such  partner 
or  agent  being  disoharsed  by  the  foreman  or  manager,  the  Court  having  Juricdlotlon  in 
mining  dlsputee  may.  if  requested,  summon  the  foreman  or  manager  before  it,  and  upon 
hearing  the  facts  make  such  order  as  «t  shall  deem  Just. 

All  assessments  shall  be  pavablc  within  five  daye  after  being  made. 

Any  partner  making  default  in  paynr  ent.  after  receiving  a  notice  certifying  the  amount 
due  by  him,  shall,  if  anch  amount  be  norrect,  be  personally  liable  therefor  to  the  partner- 
ship,  and  hie  IntAreet  in  the  partnership  property  may  be  sold  by  the  partnert>hip  for  the 
payment  of  the  debt,  and  any  further  aaseasment  which  may  have  accrued  thereon  up  to 
the  day  of  s«le,  together  with  all  coets  and  charges  occasioned  by  such  default ;  and  If  the 
oroceeds  of  the  sale  be  InsnfiSolent  to  pay  off  the  eeveral  sums  mentioned,  the  Court  having 
jurisdiction  in  mining  disputes,  upon  being  applied  to,  shall  ifsue  an  order  directed  to  the 
Sheriff  to  seize  and  sell  any  other  pMrsonafproperty  of  the  property  of  the  debtor.  Notices 
of  sale  shall,  in  either  cf  the  above  cases,  be  oonspiouously  posted  ten  diys  prior  to  the  day 
of  sale.  In  the  vicinity  of  such  mici^g  or  otbsrpfoperty,and  on  theOourc  Houre  or  Mlnlnit 
Recorder's  r  fflce  nearest  thereto.  Bat  if  such  partner  be  absent  from  the  district,  such 
notices  shall  be  posted  as  aforesaid  thirty  dear  days  before  the  day  of  sale,  and  a  copy  of 
such  notlca  shall  be  published  in  some  newspaper  circulating  in  the  district  wherein  such 
mining  or  other  property  is  situate  for  the  same  period.  Huoh  s%le  shsU  be  by  public 
auction  to  the  hlghesii  bidder.  The  purchaser  shall  be  entitled  to  possession  of  the  property 
sold,  and  to  a  bill  of  sale  therefor  eigned  by  the  auctioneer ;  such  bill  of  sale  shall  confer 
such  title  upon  thepurchMor  as  the  owner  had. 

After  a  notice  of  abandonment,  in  writing,  shall  have  been  served  on  the  foreman  or 
manager  of  a  partnership  by  any  membnr  thereof,  and  duly  recorded,  such  member  shall 
not  be  liable  for  any  debts  or  other  liabilities  of  the  partnerahip  incurred  after  service  and 
record  of  such  notice,  and  no  member  shall  be  deemed  to  have  abandoned  an  intereso  until 
service  and  record  of  such  notice. 

Any  partner  shall  be  entitled  to  sell,  or  contract  for  the  sale  of,  his  interest  in  the  part* 
nership  prooerty,  but  such  Intereet  shall  continue  liable  for  all  the  debts  of  the  partnership. 

No  partner  shall,  after  a  bill  of  sale  conveying  his  interest  has  been  recorded,  be  liable 
for  any  indebtedness  of  the  partnership  incurred  thereafter. 

LIMITED  LIABILITY. 

Any  mining  partnership,  composed  of  two  or  more  free  miners,  and  being  free  from  all 
debts  in  respecc  of  the  partnership  property,  may  limit  the  liability  of  its  members,  upon 
complying  with  the  requirements  following,  that  is  to  say:— 

Upon  filing  with  the  Mining  Recorder  a  declaratory  statement,  contaislDg  the  name  of 
the  partnership,  the  location  and  size  of  every  partnership  claim,  and  the  particular 
interest  of  each  partner;  and  aUo  placing  upon  a  cnnspiouous  part  of  every  such 
claim,  or  set  of  claims.  In  large  letters,  the  name  of  the  partnership,  followed  by  the 
words  *'  Umited  Liabilit/." 

The  words  "Limited  Liability  "  shall  thereupon  become  part  of  the  partnership  name. 

After  such  conditions  shall  have  been  complied  with,  no  member  of  cuoh  partnership 
shall  be  liable  for  any  indebtedness  incurred  thereafter  beyond  an  amount  pioportioned  to 
his  interest  in  the  partnership. 

Every  such  partnership  shall  keep  a  correct  account  of  its  ^.ssets  and  liabilities,  together 
with  tne  names  of  the  partners,  and  the  interest  held  by  each,  and  shall  make  out  a 
monthly  balance  sheet  showing  the  names  of  the  creditors,  ar.d  the  amounts  due  to  each, 
and  file  the  eame  among  the  papers  of  the  partnership ;  and  auch  bakmce  sheet  and  all  the 
books  of  the  partnership  shall  be  open  to  the  Inspection  of  creditors  at  all  reasonable  hours. 

Every  partner  in  such  partneruilp  shall  be  at  liberty  to  sell  or  dispose  of  his  hutereat 
therein,  or  of  any  part  thereof,  to  any  other  free  mine«;  but  such  paitner  shall  be  liable  for 
the  Indebtedness  on  the  said  interest  in  proportion  to  his  interest  in  the  p^irtnership. 

No  member  of  such  partnership,  after  a  bill  of  sale  conveying  his  interest  has  been  duly 
recorded,  or  after  he  has  served  a  notice  of  abandonment  of  his  Interest  en  the  foreman, 
and  left  a  copy  thereof  with  the  Mining  Recorder,  shall  be  liable  for  any  indebtedness  of 
the  partnership  incurred  thereafter. 

No  8uch  partnership  ehall  declare  any  dividend  until  all  its  liabilities  have  been  paid. 

Every  such  partnership  tbail  apooiot  a  foreman  or  manager,  who  shall  represent  the 
partnership,  ana  who  sh«ll  sue  and  be  sued  in  the  name  of  the  partnership ;  and  his  con- 
tracts in  relation  to  the  business  of  the  partnership  shall  be  deemed  to  be  the  contracts  of 
the  partnership. 

No  such  partnership  shall  be  liable  for  any  other  indebtednees  than  that  contracted  by 
its  foreman  or  manager,  or  by  its  agent  dtily  authorized  in  writing.

Bnolosed  land  in  this 
section  shall  mean  land  enclosed  hy  a  fence,  water,  or  otheT-  natural  boundary,  or  partly  by 
&  fence  and  parlJy  by  water  or  other  natural  boundaiy.    1895,  c.  23,  s.  25. 

POWERS  OF  MAGISTRATES  AND  CONSTABII^SS.

^euKaged  in  selling,  buying,  ur  trading,  on  any  steamer,  sailing  vessel,  or  boat,  or  any  hotel 
or  restaurant;  and  she  i' Id  such  constable  or  peace  rtficer  discover  any  such  animals,  birds, 
eggs  or  fishes  as  aforesaid,  he  shall  thereupon  take  possession  of  the  same,  and  otherwise 
prcceeed  ns  authorized  by  law.  It  shall  also  be  lawful  for  any  constable  oi  neaoe  officer 
at  huy  timeduring  tha  protected  season  to  enter  upon  thepren-.ises  of  any  shop  where  game 
is  usually  exposed  for  sale,  or  any  restaurant,  hotel,  or  eating  house,  and  to  search  for 
game  therein,  and  should  the  carcase  or  any  portion  of  tbecaicase,  of  any  animal  or  bird 
of  the  protected  species  be  found  upon  the  premises  of  any  such  shop,  restaurant,  hotel,  or 
eating  house,  the  proprietor  or  manap  er  of  any  such  shop,  restaurant,  hotel,  or  oating 
house  shall,  unleso  he  proves  that  such  oarcase  or  portion  thereof  was  upon  the  premises 
atrainst  his  consent  and  without  his  knowledge,  be  deemed  guilty  of  having  the  same  in  his 
possession  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  '\ct.
